PASCH stated that ho had a 
daughter JQAwNPASCH by that marriage who is presently residing with her mother 
at Cast 15th Street, Portland, Oregon. PASCH added that he is presently married 
to ELSaVaSCH, German National, who lives at Amburg, Altcna. Gilbert Street 21, 
Germany Thoundor signed inspected PASCH 'S passport which disclosed the following 
information: sport No. 772/54; Deutsch Ho. 18C1231; issued to AUGUST WILHKIH 

PASCH, born 14 AjJril 1913, oh 13 September 1954 at the German Consulate, San 
Francisco, California. (PASCH advised that the reason the passport was not issued 
in Germany was due to the fact that he* had lost a passport that had boon issued in 
Germany).

PASCH stated that he did this and was not held by 
the Allies. PASCK stated that from 19'iS to 1946 ne worked as an interpreter for 
the Royal Jlavy (British) ana in the first part of 1946 he stowed av.iy on a ship 
and went to England wnero lie remained for awhile. He stowed away or. another ship 
end wont to Cuba. He aavised that he spent approximately ten (lu) months in Cuba, 
stowed away on another ?hip and went to Miami, Florida, wnere he entered tne United 
States and was caught by American oflicials and received a six (6) month sentence 
in the Federal Prison in Tallahassee, i-lorida. pASlii stated that he escaped from 
this prison approximately thirty (SO) days before his time was up as he had told 
the officials that he was FRED EAILZY, a isrltish subject from Singapore and he did 
not want to be deported to Singapore. p ASCII stated that he was recaptured in 
Jacksonville, Florida; was tried for escape in the Federal Court of 'i allahass-ae 
end was sentenced to a year and a day. PASCH stated that he served his sentence; - 
told the officials his true identity ana was deported to Germany in February 1949 . 
PASCH advised that he ha3 been in the Merchant narinc since that date. 

PA3CH stated tnat FRrnSRICK FELLSHBsEG, Burgenwister of a town in 
th<' Eastern Sector of Germany, had, on three (3) or four (4) occasions, the most 
recent being approximately tnree (5) years ago, offered him Five Hundred Thousand 
Marks to kidnap Wu/gJILcIJ (Phonetic), a former German General and presently 
employed cy the United States Government as a key. intelligence official, and. to 
turn him over to the Russians and if he could, not capture GEHLEN , to kill him. 

PASCH stated that while he was in Hamburg, Germany 'on approximately 
15 February 1956, he visited the office of Arbeits Amt in an attempt to find out 
why he had not received his ”unerap.toymcnt money” for the past five (5) weeks. PASCH 
aavised that, he was referred to F14U\)ZUBER who is the head of all the German em- 
ployment agencies, namely, Arbclt3 Arit (Besenbenderhoff ), Hamburg, Germany. PASCH 
stated that he was very surprised to see DZUBER because he had last seen him in 
prison. PASCH stated that DZUBER talked to him privately and asked him If he had 
been propositioned to kidnap GS’iLEN and felling that, kill him. PASCH indicated that 
le had whereupon DZUPER asked him how much money FELLER HeJ?G had offered him to do 
;he job. PASCH stated that when he told DZUBER that he was offered Five Wundrod 
liouo&nd Marks, DZUBER told him that the job now was worth Five Million J4arks and 
as an easy way to be set for life. PASCH would bo paid in American money and could 
ive aryvhere in the world, PASCH stated that DZUBER told^him that the jcb would be 
esy because althoujjh U Eli LEW is under heavy guard ”they”,J«»3^'lhat he is in. the 
abit of visiting a woman and at such times he is not under guard. PASCH advised 
lat ae told DZU1J2I; that he was not interested; that he may be a crook but ho 
Idn't get mixed up in this type thing. PASCH advised tnat he asked DZu r ER why he 
aited him to do the job and DZUBER told hin (r A.X:i!) because he spok" puna English,', 
ls educated in the United States and could get closer be GELLKW than anyone else./

PASCH advised that he got a job at the Shipping Agent's office in 
Hamburg, Germany on 27 February 1956 to work as a punpman on the ship Febcai of 
Libarian Registry which was due into Bermuda on or about 2 March 1956. PASCH 
stated that he was furnished an airline ticket to Bermuda by the Shipping Agent 
ia If burg and laft Hamburg via Pan American Airlines cn 29 February 1956 and 
arrived in New York at 1200 hours 1 March 1956. PASCH advised that he remained 
oversight < t the Prince George Hotel on East 28th Street and left for bem>da via 
Colonial Airlines, Friday, 2 March 1956, where he arrived at 1650 hours. 

PASCH advised that he was in St. George, Bermuda, the night >f 2 March 
1958 and the above information was preying on his mind so he went to the St. George 
Police Station to see an American Intelligence officer, however would not cooperate 
with him and seas Air Policeman took him over to the base where he talked to a 
Captain (Captain JOHNS® ) . PASCH advised that he didn't tell anyone about this in 
Gemsay because he did not trust anyone.
